The walls of the houses consist 
of a double row of concreta slabs 
erected with a hollow between. 
and supported b3 pillars or 
atanchions. The process of erec- 
tion is very simple. 

First of all, a slender wooden 
skeleton of the house goes up, 
this skeleton consisting of tim- 
ber shotterings ip which 
the stanchions sre moulded, 
and oa tight” ~~ framework 
to guide the siaks into posi- 
tion a3 they are pot one on the 
top of the other. Tbe ends of the 
slabe are splayed, or bavelled, so 
as to form's key into each pillar, 
and as the slabs are plsced in 
pisition concrete is poured into 
the shuiterings for the stanchions. 
That is to say the stanchions are 
moulded in sitx. Tho timbering 
isremaved when the ‘stanchions 
set. and a3 it ig all ont tostandard 
sizes, it can be used over and over 
again in the boilding of other 
houses. 

The octsides of the houses are 
stuccoed, ang the insides plastered 
in the ordioary way. The joists 
aod floors are of wood, and the 
roofs are tiled or slated. Wood 
or steel window frames of the 
standard size are fitted, and the 
doorways are madeof thestandsr@ 
width. 

Working on the basis of these 
sandavd measuremeris, the 
inventors of the methods have 
fixed 3 ft. 7 in. by 8 in. as the 
size of the_slabs, and though 
every slab is made to thig 
size no cutting is necessary 
2: any point, each goes home as 
into an appointed niche. They 
are fairly easy ta handle, weigh- 
ing not mora chan- 35 to 40 Ib. 
each.

built to be conatructionally sound, 
waterproof, and free from cor- 
densation.

GOUROCK LEaDS THE WAY 
ON CLYDE. 
. Inquiries a: Wes: of Scotland 
coast places bear ont the view 
thas-the question of mixed bath- 
ing. Is esber accepted a3 an 
institution, ur is more or less 
overlooked. . 

Gourock, which claims the 
honour of being the pioneer of 
roixed bathing on the Clyde, bas 
never heard the voice of protest 
raised against this featare of its 
communal life. 

Huge crowds at present wateb 
the bathers daily st the municipal 
pond adjoining the esplanade, 
and, although the water is rather 
‘cold for Joly, the Isdies are ia 
majority. 

At Rothesay the question of 
mixed bathing bas not yet arisen. 
Possibly this is due to the fact 
that the gentlemen's and the 
ladies bathing places on the 
Wes: Bay are placed alongside 
of each other, and that occasional 
friendly raids are made into one 
another's territory without 
objection from any captious 
critic.

\ EXPLANATION BY A 
\SMENERS’ LEADER. 


Undoubtedly one of the most 
disappointing features af the coal 
industry is the decreasing output, 
says a mining correspondent of a 
Home paper. When the Prime 
Ministar met representatives of 
tha miners in the closing days of 
March he emphasised the nects- 
ity for an increased ootput, and 
having intimated’a minimunr in- 
crease of 23. par day to adults 
who were paid fixed wages, and 
a percentage advance to piece- 
workers, he made a powerful 
appeal ta miners’ leadars to use 
their influence with the miners to 
jncrease the workiog time in 
districts where only ten days a 
fortnight were worked. 

Nothing has been done in the 
direction suggested, and. the 
Government's weekly retarns of 
the past two months have been 
such a3 fo cause great anxiety 
among coslowners and mex- 
chants.: For the week ending 
April 24 the output was 4,989,660 
tons. This was the largest out-

Inthe following week, how- 
ever, there was a drop of nearly 
half a million tons ;and in no week 
since has the output come near 
to that of April 24. For the 
week ending July 12 the total 
was only 4.176.328 tons, The 
average weekly ontpot for 1915 
was 3,920,000, and in the pre-war 
year nearly $0,000 fewer persons 
wer>-employed in and about the 
mines of the country than there 
ate to-day. 

THE OCTCOUME OF CLASS WaR, 

If Mr. Vernon Hartshorn, MP, 
one of the miners’ leaders, is to 
be accepted asan authority, the 
reduced outpnt is a symptom of 
tha“ classwar” which bas been 
waged. Writing in “a South 
Wales newspaper, Mr. Hartshorn 
states thatso long as there waa 
hope of nationalisation the. 
miners’ lescers “used their in- 
fluence in urging the men te pro- 
duce more coa):” and he added 
that “if nationalisation is brought 
inzo existence that influence will 
be used again to the full and 
maintained. Bat as long as, the 
Coalition Government are de- 
termined upon a class war, then 
a class war let it be.” 

Under the Coalition Govern- 
ment miners’ wages have been 
raised by 160 percent. and the 
working time has been reduced 
by one hour per day. Speaking in 
the House of Commons recently, 


Sir Robert Horne said :—" The. 


coalowner to-day gets no excess 
profits, because he is limited to 
the profit he got upen his stan- 
dard before the war.” If we are 
to jodge by this remark made by 
the President-of the Board of 
Trade it looks, ifs class war” 
has been going on, as if victory 
bad rested entirely with Mr. 
Hartshorn and his friends. 

Mr. Hartshorn has let the cat 
out of the bag. Despite the’ap- 
pealof the Prime Minister. the 
miners’ leaders have done nothing 


to induce the miners to make ap} 


effort to increase the coal output: 
and in place of increased prodac- 
tion propaganda it appears that 
a “class war” is to be carried on 
ag loug as nationalisation is re- 
fused.

Tho war 
wage of 3s. aday is paid. although 
labour should besuspended by ac 
accident to machinery or from 
searcity of waggons, while the 
Sankey wage is paid whatever 
the output might be. This means 
that men start in the morning 
with 52. to their credit forthe 
day. A ainimum output should 
have been enforced in connection 
with both bonuses.

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DEFENCE CORPS. 


OFFICIAL APPEAL TO 
HONGKONG. 


Net only members of the 
Hongkong Volunteer Defence 
Corps bat the public generally 
will learn with interest that the 
Oversea Sub-Committee of the 
Committee of Imperial Defence 
made in January last some re- 
marks on the Report of the 
Hongkong Defence Corps for the 
Fears 1918-1919 and that these 
remarks have now, by permission 
of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, been publisbed in the 
Hongkong Goernnest Cutie 
for genera) information.* 

The remarks state that “the 
last occasion on which the Over- 
sea Defence Committee offered 
any remarks on tha Hongkong 
Local Forces was in October. 
37913, when the Repart on the 
Hongkong Volunteer Corps far 
1912-13 was before them. Since 
that date the war has intervened, 
and in September, 1917, the local 
forees of the Colony were 
rearganised as the Hongkoog 
Defence Corps under the term-< 
of the Miltary Service 
Ordinance, 1917... The total 
strength of the units comprising 
the new Corps was $26 of all 
ranks on the vtst March, 1919, 
and of this number 729 ate classed 
ag efficient in the Reports for the 
year now udder review. That 
such = high percentage of 
efficients is recorded canno: but 
bes matter forthe congratulativn 
of sll concerned, especially in 
view of the fact that the tozal 
strength of the force: waa on the 
3ist March, 1919. slmosi three 
times that of the Volunteer Force 
on the corresponding date iv 1915. 

“The Committee canaot allow 
the opportupity to pass without 
calling attention to the satisfate 
tion with which they note not onls 
this increase in numbers and effic- 
iencs, but also the valaable 
services which have been per- 
formed by the Local Forces of 
the Colony during the period 
which bas elapsed since the issue 
of their last Remarks. 

“Again, shey hope that now 
the war ig over, and that there is 
not the same'inducement for men 

_to interest themselves in military 
service, the efficiency of the Corps 
will not be allowed todeteriozate 
and tbat every possible eifor: will 
be made to keep up the spint of 
keenness sbown by ali ranks 
during the emergency period, and 
to maintain an efficient force at 

_ the maximam strengih practic- 
able. 

“In this connection they would 
point oot that, in view of the 
increased obligations oF the 
Imperial! Government de to the 
war, even greater reliance than in 
the past will in the fature have to 
be placed on Colonies to maintain 
their local forces 2t the maximum 
strengths practicable so as to 
make it possible {o reduce 
to .s minimom the Im- 
perial expenditure on garrisons 
and warships maintained oversea. 
The Committee lock with confi- 
dence, therefore, to the Hongkong 
Defence Corps to maintain so far 
as practicable in tbe future the 
hight standard of efficiency which 
it has reacbed during the war. — 

“Tt is very satisfactory to ob- 
serve the bigh etendard in 
musketry which has been reached 
during the year.”

He then 
executed a holograph settlement 
leaving all his property to hiz 
aunt.

to the sum: 

The Lord Ordinary (Lord Hun- 
ter) sustained-the claim of the 
father, a decision which was up- 
held by no fewer than five of the 
seven Jadges of the First Division 
of the Court of Session. 30 the 
aunt appeaied to the House of 
Lords, where she was suecessfal, 
for their Lordships were unani- 
mous in allowing her appeal. 

Lord Dunedin. 

The leading judgment—of con- 
aiderable length—was delivered 
bs Lord Dunedin, who pointed out 
that the expression “jus quesitum 
tertio” waz, in different casea and 
different circumstances, cred in a 
varying sense, or, perbaps he 
might better say, was looked at 
from a different point of view. 
The ore sense was meant when 
the question being considered was 
simply whether the tertius C had 
the right to sae A in respect of 
a contract made between A and 
Bto which contract C was no 
party. The controversy thep 
arose between C, who wished to 
sue, and A, who denied bis title to 
do so. Jt was here that there was 
a sharp technical diversity be- 
tween the laws of England and 
Scotland. In England, no matter 
how much the contract contained 
provisions for behoof of C, he 
could never sue at law. In equity 
ke could sue, buat he could only 
sue if, by the terms of the con- 
tract, he could successfully main- 
tain that A was constituted a 
trustee in his favour. In Seot- 
land, if the provision was express- 
ed in favour of C, he could sue, 
and this was often designated by 
saving “be has a jus quzsitom 
tertio.” Probably the reason of 
the difference lay in the simple 
fact that in Seotland, law and 
equity were never separate. <An- 
other familiar illustration af the 
same class of difference would be 
found in the right of an assignee 
in Scotland to sce in his own 
name, & rightwhich atcommon law 
in England, apart from statute, 
he did not possess. Batin al 
this class of cases the controversy 
was between A and C. B was 
either no longer existent or was, 
so far as he wes concerned, quite 
willing that C should exact his 
rights. , . 

Too Narrow a Point of View. 

_ The other sense of the expres- 
sion_was when the emphasis was, 
so to speak, on the quaesitum, and 
when ‘the controversy ‘arose not 
between C and A but between C 
and B. In such = Case A was 
willing to. perform his: contract;

He must honestly confess that, 
noiwithstanding the very high 
authority which must attach te 
the opinions of the . majority in 
that case, he agreed with the 
opinion of Lord Kylachy. That 
case was not, however, there for 
review, and did not troly affect 
the jndgment being pronounced en 
the present appeal. 

In the resalt, therefore, Miss 
M'Coll was successf{al in her ap- 
peal by the unanimons opinion of 
the House, and was awarded costs 
both in the Inner House and in the 
House of Lords. Among the large 
number of authorities dealt with 
by Lord Dunedin ‘were Finnie, 
M‘Queen; Henderson. v. Stobbs: 
Love, Jamieson v M'Leod: Crosby's 
Trustees v. Wright, Hedden, Jar- 
vie, Gordan v. M'CuHloch (1771); 
Nimmo, . Ogilvie, “Stonebeaver 
(1706); Renton, Irvine, etc. While 
dealing at. length with Lord 
Stair’s dictum, his Lordship said 
perhaps some ambiguity “arose 
from Lord Stair putting his 
sentence partly in Latin and part- 
ly-in English. Uf ke had followed

non revocari potest” the sentence 
might grammatically Have read a5 
Lord Ardmillan wished it. :

Sir Edward Marshall, K. C. 
attended at the Old Baily, 
London, recently on behalf of the 
Gaumont Company (Limited,) in 
referencs to Mr. Justice Darting’s 
remarks ing an application 
sent ta the UnderSherif for 
permission to two of thair pro- 
ducers ta attend the Court during 
the hearing of ‘a murder trisl. 
The Judge, he said, characterised 
tha application aa perfectly 
monstrous and indecent. 

Sir Edward said that the
